S ax F rancisco, September !).—In 
its Issue of to-morrow the Exchange 
will say: “ There is very little doing 
in spot wheat for the reason that 
farmers and buyers who had been 
scouring wheat counties for some timo 
past are at so much variance in their 
views and none are willing to sell at 
anything like the going prices on 
seller 1887 contrae ts. The best terms 
offered would be equivalent to about 
$1.40 delivered in San Francisco, while 
the Call board’s idea is about $1.25 
per cental. 
Evidently farmers think 
th a t the present prices are too low.” 


CANNED FRUITS— THE BOOM OVER. 
Concerning canned fruits the same 
journal says: “ In canned goods there 
is a decided weaking in prices, show­ 
ing particularly in peaches. 
The 
canned peach boom lias collapsed, as 
Eastern parties have utterly refused 
to buy a. anything over $2.

B e n s o n , Arizona, September 9 .— 
The most disastrous storm that has 
visited this section for many years oc­ 
curred last night. 
San Pedro river 
rose above its banks and swept down 
the valley carrying everything before 
it. The ruin that was presented this 
m ow ing was frightful. The residents 
of this section of the valley are nearly 
all Mexicans, and to-day they could 
he seen wandering around with the 
few scraps of clothing that they had 
picked up in their flight and watching 
the ruin of their homes. 


ORIGIN OK TIIE DOWNPOUR. 
Tlio flood must have been the re­ 
sult of a tremendous cloudburst in the 
adjacent mountains, ni 
the water 
came in a body several feet in height, 
and extending clear across the San 
Pedro valley. Numbers of cattle were 
drowned, and the railroad track at 
this point was badly damaged.

large force of men have been put to 
work off the railroad, and traffic will 
probably l>e i daunted within a day or 
two.

TUCSON's TALK. 


T u c s o n , September 9 .— A great flood 
last night, reaching from Maricopa to 
Dragoon, washed away the bridge at 
Rod Rock west of Tucson, four miles 
of track and the bridges in the cienega 
east of Tucson, and also several other 
washouts farther eastward. 
It will 
require several days to repair the 
damage. 
Both the east and west­ 
bound trains are tied up hero. The 
wrecking trains are out atul it is be­ 
lieved that the passenger cars will be 
transferred over the washout to-mor­ 
row. 
ANOTHER ROAI) DAMAGED. 
The New Mexico and Arizona road 
is also seriously damaged, and it will 
require ten days to repair the damage. 
One and a quarter inches of rain fell 
in three hours. This is the greatest 
rainstorm experienced here since 1880 
and there are indications of more rain.

A. C. Bone, followed by an oration by 
Judge Swiunerton and the reading of 
the receipts and expenditures of the 
monument fund by Stanton L. Car­ 
ter. At the conclusion of the cere­ 
monies the statue was unveiled, dis­ 
closing the handsome marble to the 
hundreds assembled. 


A FINE PIECE OK WORK. 
The statue was cut in Italy. The 
figure is five feet ten inches high, and 
was patterned from a photograph of 
Gridley. 
The statue rests on a base 
and pedestal combined, the height of 
which is thirteen feet and two inches, 
thus making the entire monument 
twenty feet high. It cost $1,775.

I’resiilent Green, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, refused 
to speak regarding the m atter. One 
of the representatives of the syndicate 
stated, however, that the re|R>rt was 
only premature and that the sale was 
inevitable.

— The 
annual rejiort of Geo. R. Tingle, 
Treasury Agent in charge of the Alas­ 
ka seal islands has been received. 
The agent says that the time has come 
when the lessees of the islands should 
be authorized to employ additional 
natives and teach them th e business 
of sealing, as death has played sad 
havoc with the native sealers of the 
islands. 
REFORM NEEDED. 
The system of payment to the na­ 
tives is criticized tor its bad effect up­ 
on them, and it is h e ll that it would 
he justice to allow the natives of 
Ounalaska to be employed and paid 
on the same footing with the natives 
of the St. Paul Islands. 


OVER SIX MILLION SEALS. 
From evidences it appears that the 
grand total of breeding seals on St. 
Paul and St. George islands last spring 
was (>,357,750. 
The agent say s: “ The 
Department cannot place too high esti­ 
mates on the value of the seal prop­ 
erty, and the laws governing seal 
catching should be strictly upheld. 
An indefinitely large part of the 
report is devoted to the history of the 
seizure of marauding vessels by the 
revenue cutters. 


MISCHIEVOUS MARAUDERS. 
The Agent says that after the depar­ 
ture of the revenue cutter last fall 
large numbers of seals w«.*re taken by 
British marauders and the skins sold 
in Victoria. One vessel sent her boats 
to the rookeries, but they were fired 
upon by the natives and two men 
wounded. This fact became known 
generally among the marauders and 
served to keep them at a safe distance 
from the rookeries. 
It is sai«l that 
53 0 0 skins would he a low estim ate of 
those taken this season by the inarau- 
lers and the agent adds: The signifi­ 
cance of these figures will he under­ 
stood when the fact is 
borne in 
mind that only one in ten seals killed 
is secured. 
THE SEASON’S CATCH. 
The number of seals killeil «luring 
the year by the lessees was 1 0 1 ,8 2 9 and 
the number of skins accepted as good 
was 100,000.

B an F r a n c i s c o , September 9.—The 
symptoms which so alarmed Gover­ 
nor Bartlett’s family early this morn­ 
ing have passed away, and one of the 
members of the household said : “ He 
seems so much stronger that we do 
not look for any immediate change.” 
At 8 o’clock a bulletin was issued 
stating pulse 108, temperature 100, 
respiration 32. 
10 A. M.—UNCONSCIOUS. 
At 10 o’clock the following w’as 
issued: The Governor awoke at 8 :30, 
after four hours’ sleep, but did not 
seem unconscious, although he tried 
to speak. 
He is now drowsy and 
breathing regular; pulse and temper 
ature the same, and respiration de­ 
creased to 30. 


NOON— SLIGHTLY BETTER. 
Noon, 12 o’clock—The Governor 
has l>een drowsy most of the time 
since 10 a . m. 
He seemed conscious 
several times, and twice answered 
“ Yes,” when questioned. 
Tempera­ 
ture, pulse and respiration remain the 
same. 


A STATE OF STUPOR. 
Governor Bartlett has not been con­ 
scious since 2 p . m. except perhaps for 
a moment at a time and he has seem­ 
ed distressed at times. Pulse, 112, 
respiration, 36, temperature, 100.4. 


RESTING QUIETLY.

ADDITION TO SACRAMENTO. 


It is claim ed by those who have the m an­ 
agem ent of th e auction sale of lots w hich is 
to take place on Tuesdar, Septem ber 13, 
1887, at 12 o’clock M., in the above Park, 
th at it will be the grandest aflhir ever held 
in th e State.

About E ducation 
Our schools of all degrees iu every 
State in the Union are either just 
opened or just about to open for the 
fall and winter work. 
While they go 
by the names of schools, colleges, 
academies, seminaries and universi­ 
ties, they will for the most part for­ 
get the real purjiose for which they 
exist, ignore the great, living present 
of which they are a part, forget the 
changes which have taken place and 
which are in course of taking place, 
and they will plod right along, like 
dead machines, in the old beaten paths 
cut ont by living men of living thought 
in an old past once pulsating with a 
fall tide of life, but now dead and for­ 
gotten, or being fast forgotten outside 
of school doors. 
Not all of these places where the 
seeds of thought are supposed to be 
sown, to germinate and bear fruit, 
will go on in this rut of blind custom. 
There is here and there a real, live ed­ 
ucator who is awake to the many 
pressing duties of the hour in his 
sphere of life.

They will know that the real 
business of the school is to develop 
the latent powers of the child, and to 
teach him best to use these powers in 
the great battle of life into which that 
child must plunge, like a diver into 
the surf, right out of the school doors.

varied and complex faculties, as well 
as pure mind, in a boy or girl, 
lie

P r o f e s s o r M o rs e , of the State Uni­ 
versity, is now satisfied that the red 
and black scale and their eggs ean be 
effectually destroyed by hydro-cyanic 
gas. 
His plan is to cover the tree 
with a close tent, so that the gas is 
confined and permitted to completely 
I>ermeate the foliage. The Professor 
has tested the efficacy of his method 
by long and patient experiments in 
orange orchards at San Gabriel, and 
now feels justified in publishing to 
the world his mode of treatment. 
Bulletin No. 73, issued from the Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station at Berke­ 
ley, treats altogether of 
Professor 
Morse’s method. After describing the 
tent that should be used to envelop 
the tree, it says: 
A sheet-iron generator is required, 
with pipes through which the vapor of 
the hydro-cyanic gas is forced into the 
tent. There are two receivers, one to 
hold sulphuric acid and the other for 
cyanide of potassium and bicarbonate 
of soda. 
A quantity of these last two 
chemicals is put into any convenient 
vessel and made into a thin paste with 
water. This paste is poured into the 
cyanide receiver ana allowed to run 
slowly and regularly upon the acid 
which has previously been turned into 
the generator. Then with the aid of 
bellows the vapor is blown over the 
tree. 
After fifteen minutes the tree is 
allowed to rest. 
The treatm ent if 
then continued for thirty minutes. 
The treatment should be carried on in 
the cool of the early morning to pre­ 
vent burning of the foliage, which is 
greatly aided by the heat of the sun. 
The gas thus generated is not only 
deadly to the insects but it kills the 
egirs, causing insects and eggs to fall 
lifeless i.nd thoroughly incinerated to 
the ground. 
It is equally effective 
against the black and red scales. 
As 
the chemicals contained are highly 
poisonous Professor Morse urges the 
greatest care on the part of persons 
handling them.

A GREAT 
PROJECT. 


W hat a Kt. l.oula S ynd icate P ro­ 
pose* to Do. 
Home time ago the residents of Ter­ 
ris and Han Jacinto agreed to raise u 
subsidy of $55,000, provided the Cali­ 
fornia Southern would run a brunch 
from their main line at Perris to Han 
Jacinto. The money was raised, but 
the railroad people have latterly asked 
for a suspension of time, and say they 
will build the road in six months from 
now. 
Naturally, the Han Jacinto peo­ 
ple are disappointed, us they have 
looked forward to an early completion 
of this line, which would place their 
fertile valley in communication with 
the outside world. 
This is the way the m atter stood a 
a few weeks since, when a party of 
capitalists from St. Louis visited Los 
Angeles. They were, as is natural, 
quite captivated by what they saw in 
Southern California, and, realizing 
the great possibilities of the section, 
began to look around to find some 
opening for the investment of capital. 
Just at this point their attention was 
directed to San Jacinto and the sur­ 
rounding country, and they learned 
from one of the large land owners how 
the hopes of the people in regard to 
a railroad had been disappointed. 
One of 
the 
party 
went 
down 
to 
Han 
Jacinto, 
and 
his 
re­ 
port 
of 
what 
he 
saw 
was 
so favorable that the syndicate has de­ 
cided to make a survey of the country, 
and if they find the route feasible 
they will build an independent line 
from Los Angeles to San Jacinto, and 
from there run southward, crossing 
the headwaters of the Santa Mar­ 
garita, 
passing near Oak Grove, 
through the Vale de Han .Tose and the 
Santa Isaliel, and on to Ballona. From 
the latter |>oint the line will probably 
keep to the southward, tapping the 
Costa Madera Talley lieforc bearing to 
the westward for San Diego. 
“ I am well acquainted with the 
country along which it is proposed to 
build their line.” suid a resilient of 
the northern section of the county to 
a Sun reporter, “ and I believe if this 
St. Loüis syndicate occupy the terri 
tory they will find their investment a 
remunerative one. 
From Los Angeles 
to San Jacinto the distance is about 
100 miles, and the company will be 
given at least $300,000 in subsidies. 
From San Jacinto to San Diego the 
distance over the route proposed will 
be about 150 miles. 
Between these 
points the company would receive 
large subsidies in the shape of land 
and we all know what a railroad ac­ 
complishes in a new country—it builds 
a town everj' fifteen or twenty miles, 
and lots in these towns sell at from 
$100 
to 
$150 
apiece. 
There 
an empire in this back 
country 
of San Diego, and if the Atchison or 
the Southern Pacific people do not 
reach out and occupy it, I say some 
one else will. 
I have been in corre 
spondence with the St. Ixmis men 
and know that they mean business. 
W hy, their line will be, say, 250 miles 
long, and will cost an average of. say 
$20,000 a mile—This is a fair averag* 
considering the character of the coun­ 
try -m ak in g an investment of $5,000, 
000. 
Now, there are several men i 
this syndicate who could build the 
road out of their private fortunes. Of 
course, it would he a great thing for 
San Diego. 
It would open up one of 
the most fertile sections in our county 
and place the city in communication 
with hamlets that only want the im- 
)>etu8 of railroad communication to 
become thriving business towns.

flow of California wines to the Eastern 
m arket, which ngnH to, of course, 
th eir increasing consumption, either 
in one wav or another. 
I ntil very 
raoentlv this consumption has very 
seldom come to the surface. so to 
U ; and to tfcoee quite familiar 
a the volume of the jobbing busi- 
in these foods it has often been 
a mvsten- 
how such a volume 
of goods has found 
its way into 
c o n s u m p t i o n . It was not long ago that 
the writer was asked if he had ever 
drank a glass of California wine over 
n b a r in New York, where the bar­ 
tender would admit th at it v as Cali- 
furnia wine that he was serving ? And 
he was compelled to answer the ques­ 
tion in the negative. 
How many, in­ 
deed. who get around among the re­ 
ta ile rs of the metropolis could give a 
different answer, until possibly within 
the past year or two. 
And yet look at 
the figures representing the receipts 
of these wines in New York during 
the past seven years, in gallons:

To the initiated, of course, there is 
no mystery as to how these millions 
of gallons of wine have found their 
way through established trade chan­ 
nels to tne consumer. While they 
have all been sold from first hands as 
California wines, there has tieen but a 
small fraction which have maintained 
their name and identity even só far as 
to the saloon and th e ’ grocery, much 
less to the cousumer, but they have 
evidently given sufficient satisfaction 
to create a 
demand which 
has 
risen from about two million gallons 
in 1879 to over five million gallons in 
1888. 
And this is saying much for 
them. 
Indeed, the fact that they 
have not only held their own but 
grown in favor and consumption, even 
though put up under French and Ger­ 
man labels, and sold under an alias, 
as it were, is proof positive of some 
degree of merit and a very consider­ 
able degree of salability. But no mat­ 
ter what the methods af Belling may 
have been, not even th e French and 
German labels could hardly have se­ 
cured an increase in th e consumption 
of these goods during the past seven 
years, and particularly during the past 
three years, had not there been some 
improvement in th eir character and 
quality. 
And that there has been 
ouch improvement and that it is still 
going on no one of intelligence can 
«juestion. 
In fact, such has been the 
improvement that a t last California 
wines are really, beginning to stand 
alone, or rather to stand on their own 
merits, and to find their way even to 
the consumer under their own names 
in lieu of under a foreign alias. 
This 
is certainly a hopeful indication, and 
it meanB much, if not everything, for 
the future of these goods.—[Wine and 
Spirit Review. 


T h e E le c t io n Y e s te r d a y . 
As was expected, the vote on the 
.question of issuing bonds for the pur­ 
pose of improving the highways of the 
county was very light, but there is lit­ 
tle doubt that the proposition was car­ 
ried, and the needed bonds will be is­ 
sued and the improvements made 
forthwith. The law requires that a 
two-thirds vote in the affirmative shall 
he cast , and so far os heard from the 
opposition was not equal to one-tenth 
of the vote cast. 
It is unfortunate th at at some places 
the polls were not open at all, none of 
the officials appointed to supervise the 
election appearing to pertorm their 
duty. 
In this it appears to us there is 
cause for serious complaint, and the 
County Supervisors who ordered the 
election should give this matter some 
attention, to the end that a similar 
neglect may not occur on a future 
occasion. 
No county or community 
can afford to have its election laws 
trifled with in any manner whatever. 
The failure of the officials in any voting 
place todo their duty is a serious matter, 
as it may invalidate the whole elec­ 
tion. 
In this instance it is scarcely 
E 
jhahle that a contest will be made, 
t if a contest were made it is diffi­ 
cult to see how' the validity of the 
election could be sustained. 
At least 
steps should be 
taken to provide 
against a repetition of this neglect on 
another occasion. 
With the |100,000 thus authorized 
to be issued it is expected that some 
material improvements will be made 
in our county roads, and at least one 
or two good driveways should l>e pro­ 
vided, for all of which farmers, team­ 
sters and pleasure drivers will lie 
grateful,—[San Diego Union.

General Tcherniayeff, who is an 
nnounced as KatkoiF’s successor in the 
editorship of the Moscow Gazette, is 
well-known Pan-Slavist agitator. 
He 
was born in 1828, educated in the mil­ 
itary school at Nicolayev, and served 
in the Crimean war. ' In 1864 he was 
sent to Turkestan, where he conquered 
Tashkend. In 1867 he left the Rus­ 
sian arm y and entered upon the prac­ 
tice of law, but was soon reinstated in 
his rank as General, the Czar having 
taken a liking to him. Not receiving 
a suitable command, however, Tcher­ 
niayeff definitely resigned in 1875 and 
became the editor of the St. Peters­ 
burg ltuskij Mir. The following year 
he 
went 
to 
Belgrade and 
was 
appointed 
Commander - in - chief 
of 
the 
Servian 
army, 
but 
was disastrously defeated 
by 
the 
Turks at Alexinatz. 
He took no part 
in the subsequent Russo-Turkish War. 
In 1877 he went to Prague, whence he 
was expelled by the Austrian Govern­ 
ment for inciting anti-German demon­ 
strations, and he was equally unsuc­ 
cessful in attem pting to organize a 
Bulgarian rising in 1879, being arrested 
at Adriuuople and sent back to Russia. 
In 1882 he became Governor-General 
of Tashkend, but Iiíh indiscreet tac 
tics, which almost led to a war with 
England, caused his recall in 1884. 
He was appointed a member of the 
council of war, but recently also lost 
that position owing to his having at­ 
tacked in the newspapers General 
AnnenkotTs management of the Cen­ 
tral Asian Railroad. 


R m i n ia n C o l o n i z a t i o n . 
The announcement that Russia lias 
ordered all fertile lands along the 
M urghab River to be colonized sounds 
strange in this country, where the 
only colonists the general Government 
orders around are 
the 
Oklahoma 
boomers. 
W hen the Czar wishes to 
popnlate any green spot in his Central 
Asian Dominions he orders a lot of 
Cossacks to pack up their belongings 
and be carted off to new homes be­ 
yond the deserts, that, like a sea, di­ 
vide then? from their Fatherland. 
It 
must lie said th a t they thrive well un­ 
der this violent process of transplant 
ing. The Government feeds and shel­ 
ters them until they have taken root 
in the new soil. 
The lovely valley in 
which 8am arcand lies is filled with 
well-tilled farms, whose owners are 
there simply because“ the little father^ 
shaped their destinies without con­ 
sulting the hum ble peasants who did 
his bidding. I t is thus, doubtless, 
that the Czar will revive the Merv 
oasis, which, irrigated by hundreds of 
channels from the M urghab, once 
blossomed like the rose.—[New York

wife knows all her husband’s affairs, 
and when he has a few savings to in­ 
vest he does not think it beneath him 
to ask her advice. She knows as well 
as he the current price of stocks at the 
Bourse, and if ho should be Beized with 
a pruriency to embark in speculation, 
she brings to bear all her influence 
over 
him 
to 
buy 
consols 
or 
any 
other 
government 
securi­ 
ties. 
Call 
on her 
husband on 
business, and if he is from home you 
will not have to make a second visit 
on that account. 
She has all the 
affairs of the Arm at her lingers’ end. 
Every housekeeper keeps a memoran­ 
dum book in which she writes down 
all her expenses. 
The French woman has a genius 
for cookery, and is thoroughly awake 
to the fact th at it is good policy in 
married life to see that her husband 
dines well. The politics of matrimony 
is a science inborn in our women. Let 
* French woman be rich or poor -th e 
mistress of a mansion in the Champs 
Elvsees, or of 
a 
poor fifth-floor 
iittle 
flat 
at 
M ontmartre 
or 
Batignolles—she 
has 
always 
the 
«harm 
of 
feminality. 
She 
is 
Always smart, always alert, and has 
a little fluttering, bustling way about 
her that is bound to keep awake your 
interest in all she does. She may be 
sometimes a little affected, but she is 
never vulgar. 
On Sundays and holi­ 
days she dresses still a little more 
elegantly than usual, but she never 
appears to be in Sunday clothes. The 
middle-class French woman is lady­ 
like, not only in her dress, but in her 
speech. 
You will 
never see her 
loaded with cheap jewelry, this great 
stamp of vulgarity, and when she 
speaks to you, you cannot 
guess 
w hether she is the wife of a gentle­ 
man or of a small tradesman. 
I have often heard French women 
•called frivolous. 
But this is the 
height of absurdity. If frivolity con­ 
sisto in trying to remain young and 
Attractive as long as possible, then the 
.French boargeois is frivolous. 
If, 
Again, frivolity consists in making a 
home cheerful and gay, and prevent­ 
ing a husband being absorbed by the 
cares of business, then she is frivo­ 
lous. 
If this woman was frivolous, 
how could you explain the adoration 
for the mother which, even to the 
lowest of the low, you find in French 
• children ? How could this be unless 
. she were the example of all domestic 
virtues ? If a Frenchman of 40 would 
hesitate to take an im portant step 
in life without first consulting his 
mother surely it must be that he rec­ 
ognizes in her a wise guide. I t would 
be no more naivete on my part to 
dwell longer on the absur^ charge of 
•f frivolity. Take now the shopkeep­ 
ing class. There you will see the wife 
the active partner of her husband. 
Behold them both as the commercial 
traveler displays his goods on the 
counter. 
She is not a mere house­ 
keeper, with or without w'ages; she is 
a partner, not merely a sleeping part­ 
ner. 
This not only enables her, if she 
happens to become a widow, to carry 
on the business without her husband, 
but to be independent, and to bring up 
her children. 
She has not, to obtain 
h er living on her husband’s death, to 
become a working housekeeper or a 
nu rse; she is the mistress of her own 
house, as before, and now the head of 
th e firm. 
You cannot obtain a perfect notion 
•of French industry unless you pay a 
visit to our peasantry. I must say 
th a t now the woman ceases to be at­ 
tractive. 
She does not even attem pt 
to look so. Sunburnt, hale and hearty, 
behold her, dear English tourist, who 
is the fortune of France. 
She does 
n ot wear fringes on her forehead, I 
will admit, she does not wear flounces 
on a second-hand skirt, or a h at with 
flowers or feathers, and she totally 
ignores one-franc diamonds. 
She has 
a coarse serge gown on and simple 
snowy cap. 
She is clean and tidy, 
And the personification of industry. 
I do not doubt, however, that, thanks 
to the blessing of gratuitous and com­ 
pulsory education, the time will come 
w hen she will want to im itate the 
town in her habits and dress, and that 
h er sous will despise the dear land 
where they were born, and will all 
w ant to be clerks and swagger in town 
with high stand-up collars, tight 
trousers, and sticks. 
Thank good­ 
ness, this spectacle is not yet to be 
seen in France. 
This good, hard-working, thrifty 
woman is the backbone of the country. 
The amount of work she can get 
through is simply prodigious. 
You 
will always see her busy, either work­ 
ing in her field, selling the produce of 
h er little farm in the m arket place of 
th e nearest town, or engaged about 
h er little household. 
She is not at­ 
tractive, but she is a picture of health 
And contentment. 
Shares or bonds 
m ay go up or down without disturb­ 
ing her peace; she holds none. 
She 
trusts her savings to nobody. 
Bank­ 
ers, she thinks, company directors 
And stock-brokers may 1*3 very re­ 
spectable persons, but when the old 
stocking is swollen with five-franc 
pieces, she rounds off her little family 
domain and buys a new* field, some­ 
thing she is quite sure to find in its 
place when she wakes up in the morn­ 
ing. 
Let me give you an example of her 
frugality, and allow me to take it from 
a personal recollection. My mother 
has a housemaid who has been with 
h er twenty-five years. 
Not long ago, 
while in France, I took aside this old 
servant. 
“ I know how devoted you have 
been to my mother,” I said. 
“ You 
are not strong, and I dare say you will 
n ot wish to go into service again; but 
make yourself easy about this. If any­ 
thing should happen to my mother, I 
shall see that you are comfortable for 
the rest of your life. 
But,” I said, in­ 
quiringly, I have no doubt you have, 
som ething of your own by this time?’ ’

He cut 
my dress but otherwise did no injury.
